EVER in the memory of any living man 
was a monarch conveyed to his last rest- 
ing-place amid such universal signs of 
regret and sorrow as were evidenced at the 

obsequies of the murdered King of Italy» -The 
Pope, to his credit be it said, forgot the feud 
between the Quirinal and the Vatican, and not 
only gave permission for the body to be laid 
in the Pantheon, but sent his Pontifical bless- 
ing, and an .autograph letter to the widowed 
Queen.

A Melancholy Opportunity of demonstrating his 
affection has just presented itself. On Sunday night, about 
seven miles from Rome, two passenger trains, containing, 
among other distinguished personages who had taken 
part in the obsequies of King Humbert, the Grand 
Duke Peter Nicholas of Russia and his wife, came 
in violent collision, with the result that many people 
were killed and about a hundred injured. “The King 
was in bed when apprised of this calamity, but both he and 
the Queen made the most strenuous efforts to get to the 
scene of the accident with as little delay as possible. Once 
on the spot, His Majesty laboured with his own hands 
among those engaged in extricating the passengers from 
the wreckage, and he remained until daybreak supervising 
the work of rescue. 


_ Impulsive Spirits, whose enthusiasm was but 
indifferently curbed on the solemn occasion of: the funeral 
of King Humbert, had on Saturday the opportunity of 
giving full scope to their loyalty to the new ruler of Italy. 
King Victor Emmanuel ILL., on his way from the Quirinal 
to the hall of the Palazzo Madama to take the con- 
stitutional oath, passed along streets thronged by his 
subjects, who greeted him with fervent demonstrations of 
fidelity and affection. In the hall, too, His Majesty was 
received with thunders of applause, which was renewed 
when, rising from the throne upon which he had seated 
himself, he swore to conform to the laws and to shape his 
conduct for the benefit of the people. The Senators, having 
vowed their allegiance to the King, His Majesty read the 
speech from the throne. 


Everyone was much Touched by the King’s 
speech, but it would have been graceful and more in 
accordance with facts if he had paid tribute to Garibaldi 
and Count Cavour for their priceless services towards the 
| making of United Italy. The ceremony, which was very 
brief and only oceupied twenty minutes, was marked by an

The Naval Collision.—Information was received in 
Paris on Sunday of a disastrous collision, resulting in 
the loss of many lives, which occurred between a battle- 
ship and a torpedo - destroyer of the Mediterranean 
Squadron.

THE LATE LORD CHIEF JUSTICE 


: BARON 


| The late Lord Chief Justice was born at Newry in 1833, and was the son of Mr. Arthur Russell, of 
Newry and Seaford House, Rosstrevor. He was educated at Trinity College, Dublin, and began 
his professional career by practising as-a solicitor in Belfast. . Coming to England, he was called to 
the Bar at Lincoln’s Inn in 1859, and became Q.C., and was elected: Bencher of Lincoln’s Inn in 
1872. In the Liberal interest he represented Dundalk from 1880 to 1885, and South Hackney from 
1885 to 1886. .He-then became Attorney-General in the Gladstone Administration, -and ‘was 
knighted. . His powerful and eloquent speech before the Parnell Commission was one of. the most 
masterly orations of modern times, — Lord Russell of Killowen was a man of a hundred parts. His 
uniform good-nature was a very noticeable trait. As a politician he was universally known and 
beloved., His services were always available—not merely to candidates for Parliamentary honours 
in the Metropolis and the large provincial centres, but to those gentlemen who were endeavouring, 
against great odds, to enter the House as representatives of remote rural constituencies.

A further feature is the adaptation to 
the drying-cage of a suitable vessel with supply tap, so that 
during its centrifugal rotation with the newly churned 
butter a fine and forcible spray of pure water can be 
directed ipon every grain of butter, for rinsing and cleaning 
from caseme, and then, by substituting brine for water. 
with very good salting effect. A further simple but useful

improvement is that it can be firmly secured for working 
upon any ordinary wooden table or marble slab. . 


Asparagus. 


Where sowings of this vegetable for supplying plants for 
making new beds or for forcing were made in March, atten- 
tion must now be turned to thinning out the seedlings. 
This should be done with a free hand, as, if left thickly, 
not only will growth be weakly, but a difficulty will be 
experienced when the plants are lifted for transplanting. 
A libera? muleh of decayed manure, or even spent mush- 
room manure, will keep the roots in a \moist condition, as, 
lying near the surface, they are easily affected by drought. 
A soaking with farmyard-liquid once or twice during the 
summer will be ef great benefit. Beds which were made 
jast year will now be advanced in growth, and feeding 
liberally must he resorted to in_order to secure extra 
strong erowns for early work. Weeds must_be closely 
kept down, either by means of hand-weeding or by 
the application ef moderate dressings of salt twice or 
thrice during the sammer. The latter plan is, of course, 
the more economical, and it also assists in keeping 
light, porous soil in a moist condition. Nitrate of soda is 
valuable used on light ard medium soils. It is best applied 
during showery weather, or watered home with rosed 
watering-eans. AN asparagus-beds are much benefited 
during summer by occasional flooding with farmyard-liquid 
at intervals of a month. 


On Pruning Roses. 


I very readily give my South Wales and Northumberland 
correspondents details as to pruning roses; There are few 
mi obbies iore thoroughly 
enjoyable than rose cul- 
ture, but so much de- 
pends on personal atten- 
tion that many very 
ardent lovers of flori- 
culture do not care to 
venture into this branch. 
“Dean Hole's charming 
book, “All About 
roses, should, of 
course, be read from 
cover to cover; but even 
if only the appended in- 
structions are followed, 
a lot of experience may 
be gained in the att of 
pruning. The modus 
operandi to be followed 
in pruving a variety of 
vigorous habit is shown 
‘by the woodent. In all 
cases cut the shoots back 
to a vigorous outlooking 
eye. studying the de- 
scribed habit of the 
variety; if vigorous, 
6 in. to 18in., and five or 
six eyes, may be left; if moderate or robust, 3in. to 6 in., 
and two or three eyes; cut away any shoots too near each 
other, and so leave a hollow head. The pruning, if the 
roses be planted in November or December, should be done 
early in March; but if the roses are planted during the 
spring, hate 'in March or early in April. The weaker- 
growing sorts often produce but a single straight shoot the 
first year; this should be simply cut back to about four to 
six eyes from the base. 


The Overcrowding Problem. 


The overerowding in the poorer parts of the Metropolis 
and other eities is receiving much attention at the present 
time. A good solution of the problem appears in the 
Profitable Farm and Garden, which says that, if Government 
would but take the matter up, lots of families could be 
settled in eomfortable dwellings upon three-acre plots at a 
very cheap rate, "and three acres;properly worked, and 
under but a nominal rental, would yield a modest living to 
a family. Good land could be bought and surveyed at £10 
per acre, and slate-roofed, concrete cottages could be put 
up for £100 each; and what should be dune is that land for 
this purpose should be purchased in various suitable 
Jocalities, laid out in plots, cottages erected thereupon, and 
sold through the Post Office, so much down, and so much 
per year for a few years afterwards. 


The Cochin China Fowl.

rather bad mothers, consequent upon their foot-feathering. 
As an exhibition breed they are hard to beat. 


Sweet Peas from Cuttings. 

An experiment of considerable importance to growers of 
sweet peas has been carried out during the earlier months 
of the present year, and also has been proved to be a success. 
Now that so many sweet pea growers make up a list of 
novelties each season, claiming for each new variety some 
special feature, and in return charge a goodly figure for a 
limited number of seeds, the-grower who has facilities for 
propagating from cuttings raised in the first instance from 
ede may increase his stock- with very little trouble. A 
London grower has demonstrated the fact above referred 
to, and since the earlier months of the year has raised a 
capital supply of the new sweet peas of the preseht season. 
A rough propagating-frame erected on the bench of a warm 
greenhouse, the frame being kept in a humid condition by 
covering the top with large sheets of glass, has enabled him 
to raise a series of batches of nice, healthy-looking little 
plants. The cuttings were dibbled into small pots of fairly 
light soil, and always kept fairly moist. Under such con- 
ditions the cuttings were not long in rooting, and sub- 
sequently they were hardened off slightly and potted on 
from time to time, Plants of the sweet peas in pots which 
were flowering quite freely haye been exhibited this season, 
and among these same plants are some of the newer sorts 
raised from cuttings in the manner above described. We 
need no longer give ourselves any concern regarding the 
few plants we are able to raise of any particular novelty, as 
by taking the seeds in hand in good time we can commence 
to propagate by cuttings as early in the spring-time as ouv 
cireumstances will permit, and by these means we may be 
in possession of quite a large stock of the newer kinds, 
which we should have to wait another season for without 
the adoption of the method here deseribed.
